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The 2nd AF Repl Regt in Budejovice (0 49/9 96)[__~—~—~—~—~—~—S—=«d—CO The regiment = 25X71 
was compbsed of the staff of the kommandatura, the headquarters unit, and the 

units Setnina M, K, R, and V. The cadre persohnel numbered about 180. Between 

i October 199 and 1 April 1950 the personnel was increased by about 600 re~ 

cruits who were assigned to the various air units in Caechoslovakia aftor they 

had completed training. Instructor officers from different airfields in Czecho- 
slivakia were detached to the regiment in Budejovice. (1) 


The 2nd AF Repl Regt was one of the four replacement units in Czechoslovakia. 
The other three replacement units were stationed in Vysoke Wyto (0 50/N 08), 
Val. Mezirict (P 50/0 3k), and Poprad (Q 50/D 68). (2) 


Officers of the 2nd Regt were: Major Arnost Kondrys, commander of the regiment, 
5 years of age, 170 cm tall, stout, thin brow hair; (3) Captain Radosta, 
(fnu), in charge of mobilization matters and the card file, about 5 years of 
age, tall, slender, gray hair; Lieutenant Styblo, (fnu), about 25 years of age, 
tall, slender, black hairs Major Mezik, (fnu), training officer, about lO years 
of age, medium build, light brown short-cut hair; (3) and six more officers. 


The regiment was subordinate to the Second Air District in Brno (P S0/N 0) 

or the air force corps in Brno. (4) On 1 October 199 the regiment was organized 

as four companies. Company H, 25X1 
personnel strength about 150. The armament consisted of German 98 N 

rifles, About 20 rifles, about 10 CZ 7.65 mma pistols, about 10 ))1/S submachine

Each soldier had a type 45 blue fatigue uniform, a type 15 blue dress uniform, 
and a blue coat, and was equipped with a German gas mask and a half section of 
a Czech pyramidal tarpaulin. The daily pay was 10 Czech crowns. An average 
daily ration was about 2,800 celories, which was considered as insufficient, 
and might include about 10 grams of meat, an adequate quantity of bread, and 
four cigarettes. About 30 sercent of the personnel were Slovaks. Among the EM 
12 percent wert Gommunists. Their mood left much to be desired. 
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The Dudejovice military airfield was about 1x 1.2 km. The soil was loany 

and there was a drainage installation. A concrete rurnvay had been built 

@ince the spring of 199, This runway was to become the longest in Czecno~ 
Slovakia and was allegedly to be used by jet aircraft. (5) During construction 
work all fast aircraft were allegedly transferred to Pilsen (N 50/L o).. Only 
trainers, 12 Arados ard “einkel C~106s, 6 Bueckers, 6 Pipers, and 2 Caps; and 

5 aircraft of che SNB security service, 3 “Nesserschmidts and 2 Caps, were still 
stationed at the field. The crews of the SNB air patrol service numbered about 
20 men, including the flying persornel. They were quartered at the fielc. The 
SNB security service is in charge of akr border control. 


The 2nd sir Basel sds rans also quartered in Budejovice and was 
subordinate to the Second Air District in Brno, Officers of thea end Air Base 
weres Staf? Captain Antonin Vorisek, commander, 38 years of ase, 17S om tall, 
thin hair, Captain ddenek Stahl, deputy commander and in charge of mobilization 
matters , about 8 years of age, thin erey hair; Lieutenant Julian Svec, politi- 


cal officer, about 35 years of age, 175 cm tall, slander, smooth hair; Lieutenant 
Jaroslai Tonear, DOZ officer, about 32 years cf age, moderately atout, dark brown 


heir; Stenislav Adam, administration officer, about 0 years of aE, of redium 
build, thin hairs Liexntenant Krasny, (fnv), mess office:, about 35 years of 
ALS s short ane stout, dark brovm hairs and five other officers.

The Locations of the four Czechoslovakian Air Yorce replacement units agree with 
previous information. 

Kondrys, reportedly commander of the end AF Repl kegt, was reported as staff 
captain of the Sudejovice airfield in Yecember 19h7. At that time Lieutenant 
Colonel Tarta was the commander of the field.

Keplacerent training regiments are always under the command of the component 

air foree corps. The 2nd AF Repl eget is subordinate to the II Af Corps. This 


corps was previously reported to be stationed in C. Budejotice. frevious informa- 


tion indicated that the headquarters of the TII AF Corgs is stationed in Brno. 
Its actual location cannot be determined. 

The sketch generally agrees 
with a previous sketch as to the buildin: he cantonment northeast. of the 
field and the_buildines at the field. Contrary to other 
sketches and[ | previous statements only one runway was 
under construction, . » It cannot 
be determined whether only one runway exists at the field, but it is believed 
to be possible, 

The 2rd Air Base, which, for the most yart, was formerly calicd air force base, 
is known to be stationed in C. Budejovice. To date, it has been believed to be 
subordinate to the Second AF Adm District in C. Sudejovice. If the airfforce 
administration district anc air district are identical its location is as unde- 
termined as that of the II AP Corns. The impression is received that
